We have no 
fear whatever of winning our case, so sure 
are we of our ground. To arbitrate this 
question, however, would be in the nature 
of a gambling game between a pauper and 
a millionaire. The millionaire would have | 
everything. to lose and nothing to gain in 
such a transaction, and that is about the 
position we would be in if we should agree 
to arbitrate 8 the ane being laid 
down in advance.

This meager news was all that could be 
gent forward to the United States by the 
last mail. The eruptions took place at a re- 
mote and inaccessible point of the Island of 


Hawai. 
It was reported here from Volcano House 


on July 9 that an eruption had taken place 
about twenty miles distant from the great 
crater, Kilauea, and a flow had started in 
the direction of Hilo, while a smaller flow 
was easily discernible making its way in 
the opposite direction toward Hau. 

From Hilo, fifty miles away, the glare was 
described as being so great as to illuminate 
the heavens, turning night into day, so that 
when the clouds cleared away the whole 
contour of the mountain was visible at 
night. 


3 To the Volcano’s Top. 

on Monday, July 10, Frank Davey, a pho- 
tographer of Honolulu, organized an expe- 
dition to go to the top of Mauna Loa from | 
the Kau side, arguing that many parties 
would naturally start from Hilo for the flow 
but few would reach the actual source of the 
eruption. His judgment was good, as we 
now have the fiet result of the observation 
of the other party as well as our own. 

The Hilo expedition reached the flow on 
July 12 and found it had made about twelve 
miles’ progress in the direction of Hilo, but | 
having reached the great basin between 
Mauna Kee and Mauna Loa it was spreading 
out and flowing slowly; that it had broken } 
up into what is called an a- Sew. which 
never makes rapid progress. 

It was estimated by — persons 
that at the rate of progress the flow was 
then making it could not reach Hilo Bay | 
for eight or ten months, if, indeed, it lived 
that long. The small flow in the site 
direction has stopped, but another one has 
broken out near it, and is flowing in the same 
direction. 

The Hilo flow is following almost thesame | 
course as that-of 1881, which stopped within | 
half a mile of the town, narrowly saving it 
from destruction. 

Should the present now reach Hilo Bay it 
is Mkely to destroy not less than $8,000,000 
or $10,000,000 worth of property, including 
the value of the land covered by it, besides 
ruining the beauty of Hilo Bay, which, next 
to the Bay of Naples, 1 perhaps mont 
beautiful in the world. 


| Trip of Great Danger. 
As soon as possible after the 0 
Horotulu, Mr. Davey formulated his plans, 
and asked me to Accompany him on what 
afterward proved to be the most difficult and 
most hazardous expedition ever made to the 
top of Mauna Loa. We left on Tuesday 
morning by the steamer Hall, our destina- 
on being Kau, and thence to the top of | 
mountain. 
Horses for the party and three pack mules | 
were secured at Kilua; and we rode through 
the beautiful, picturesque forests that 
fringe the-slopes of the three great moun- | 
tains of Hawall, whose lofty crests paint the 
clouds, and one ot wilich—Maune Kea 
ually snoweapped.._. 
e great forests of Ha wall are 512 the | 
114 sometimes rising in straight shafts as | 
high as 200 feet, with a mass of foliage of | 
lesser trees, vines, and tree ferns crowding 
| the interspace. We rode through this forest 
to the top of the mountain over a rough and 
tiresome trail, reaching there about 5 o'clock 
in the evening, and made camp on the edge 
of the great crater of Mokuoaweoweo, on the 
top of Mauna Loa. It was cold, temper- 
ature being below freezing point. 


3 the Crater’s Mouth. 

Mokuoaweoweo is a great crater, perhaps 
a mile in diameter and a thousand feet deep. 
It was not in action, but was emitting great 
clouds of sulphurous smoke. 

Next morning about 7 o’clock pe party 
started down the Hilo slope of the moun- 
tain to locate thé source of the eruption. 
We, of courge, had the smoke and steam to 
guide us, and it seemed near. The spectacu- 
lar effect tho night before from the eruption 
had been grand beyond description, and 
great were our anticipations. | 

After going about five miles in the hot sun 
our water gave out and the majority of the 
party became discouraged and to 
camp. 

However, Mr. Davey, myself, and onelother 
of the party decided to push on. None of us 
will ever make so hazardous an attempt 
again, Stumbling over jagged rocks and into 


t 


cracks, our clothes, and little || 


patches of skin behind us as we extricated | 
ourselves from the rocks, we pushed on pnd | 
on, but the smoke seemed no nearer. 

At last we came upon a cone, newly 
made, which proved to have been the source 
of the eruption, but it wan entirely dead. 
Proceeding about a mile we found cone No. 2, 
which was also inactive, and 80 on, until we 
had inspected four of these inactive cones. 

Cone No, 5 was emitting pe in @ desul- | 
tory way, while cone No, 6, 4 mile or two 
further down, showed a Reus more abtlon. 

The scene of great action‘ was not reached 
until we came to the eighth and last cone, 
although cone No: 7 was still hot. The rem- 
nant of the party that pushed to the front 
was brought to a standstill within a thou- 
sand feet of cone No. 8. 


Cone Spouting Lava. 

The cone, so called, as near as could be es- 
timated by instruments, was 200 feet high 
and the orater on top was fully 500 feet in 
diameter. It was, in fact, a veritable vol- 
cand, spouting molten lava as high as a 
hundred feet or more above the crater. This 
lava fell back, ‘building up the sides of the 
cone rapidly. * 

At irregular intervals, with a great roar 
arid a hoom, large bowlders that must have 
weighed over a ton shot into the alr, away 
above the glare of the lava, as near as 
could be estimated about 400 feet, or nearly 
twice as high above the rim of the cone as 
the cone was above the base. It was a 
grand exhibition of power. 

From a great fissure. in the lower side of 
the cone or cruter the lava was flowing 
forth with great velocity, a veritable water- 
fall af fire, and stretching out below for 
miles. On the side of the mountain in the 
direction of Mauna Kea the lava flow lay 
like a fiery snake and grew broader and 
broader as it flowed. 

Mr. Davey took pictures in the afternoon, 
and we were enticed to stay until evening to 
get a more comprehensive view of the great 
display. 

The stream and smoke were muminated 

until the heavens were as bright as day. 


| The long, snake-light flow below became 


more intense in ite glow. The crater itself 
seemed to realize that it could make a bet- 
ter showing at night, and the fountains of 
fire were more active, while the great bowl- 
ders were thrown in the atr at more frequent 
intervals. It was a revel of fire, the incarna- 
tion of the Hawaiian idea of the wenn, 


Pele. 
More Danger Encountered. 

Impelled as we were to remain, our grow- 
ing thirst and weariness drove us away in 
the direction of camp. The full moon was 
not necessary to light us on our way. For 
miles the region was illuminated as if in 
full daylight. But our troubles were not at 
an end. 

While we were witnessing the spectacular 
display of pyrotechnics the wind had 

changed, and as the crater on the side near- 
est us was pouring forth sulphur and gase- 
ous smoke, we found ourselves cut off by 
the deadly fumes. | 

We could hot go around the cone, because 
it would be impossible to cross the flowing 
ava. None of us knew that we were within 
a mile or two of the Shipman trail tnat led 
to the volcano house. It seemed as though 
we were hemmed in and must meet instant 
death. Suddenly the smoke Ufted in an arch 
and we decided to hazard a rum through it. 
Before we reached free air again one of the 
party was about to faint, and Davey had to 
carry him through. 

We toiled wearily up the slope toward 
camp. We had now been over ten hours. 
without water, and our tongues began to 
swell and a terrible weariness was upon us. 
Speech became diſſteult. We were deceived 
by a mirage, encountered jagged beds of 
lava, and had many times decided to give up 
when we finally reached the mountain top 
and got ice to quench our thirst.

: Discoveries in Heretofore Un-

Tacoma, Wash., July 28.—The y of 
scientists that went to Alaska a month ago 
as guests of E. H. Harriman of New York 
has made some important discoveries. 
Among them is a bay extending inland 
twenty miles. At the upper end of the bay 
is a great glacier, inferior only to Muir 
Glacier in size. This body of water was 
named Unknown Bay. Four other glaciers 
which have never before been seen by white 
men were found at the head of Disenchant- 
ment Bay. In Icy Bay, opposite Carroll's 
Glacier, an immense glacier three-quarters 
of a mile in width was discovered and named 
Harriman's Glacier. In the bay where the 
Grand Pacific Glacier is located observations 
were taken which show that its ice wall has 
receded three miles since Muir and Reed 
visited the locality and established their 
survey twenty years ago. This information

Castillo, with 
the ald of young Barrios, whose father was 
the most popular President of the republic, 
is politician enough to seize the opportunity 
and make a cup. 

The plans so far made have met with ap- 
proval. The route of the expedition will 
probably be the same as the one Morales 
took. They will enter Guatemala from Mex- 
ico through the frontier State of Chiapas, 
going from here by Vera Cruz, Coatzacoal- 
cos, and Tehuantepec. It is expected that a 
number of Guatemalan officers and soldiers, 
together with Cubans who have been fight- 
ing In Cuba, will join the party at Vera Cruz. 


Eight Hundred Armed Men. 

At Tapachula there is a large colony ot᷑ po- 
litical exiles, who are expected to also 
join Castillo, who will have at least 800 
armed men before entering Guatemala. 
The whole northern part of the country is 
expected to rally to his side. The west 
coast will also welcome the revolution. 

Near Quezaltenango from seventy to 
eignty prominent people are in jail on 
count of their political views, and Cas- 
tillo has said only a leader is needed there 
for a revolution.

Mr. Bailey said: I am fully persuaded 
in my own mind that the national adminis- 
tration has entered into a full and complete 
agreement. for.an alliance between Great 
Britain and the United States. This alli- 
ance in my opinion is to be both offensive and 
defensive. I think the reason it has not 
been published to the world is for political 
reasons. The President is afraid to do so. 

„Many things tend to create this impres- 
sion on my mind. One of them that I can 
relate is this: Some time ago I was on a 


1 train en route to Washington. On the train 


were J. Addison Porter, private secretary of 
President McKinley, and Mr. Henry Nor- 
man, the distinguished associate editor of 
the London Chronicle. Mr. Norman was 
Mr. Porters guest. The latter introduced 
his friend, and we sat together while the 
train ran a considerable distance. 
“The conversation turned on thé 

Saxon alliance, which was then being gen- 
erally discussed. 


Upheld by Secretary Porter. 

% Messrs. Porter and Norman favored it, 
I opposed their views with some vigor. 
Finally, Mr. Norman asked me why I didn’t 
favor such an alliance. I turned to him and 
remarked: 

„% Mr. Norman, I am of Irish lineage, and 
proud of it; I will never consent to an alli- 
ance between England and this union of ours 


| till Great Britain becomes a republic and 


elects an Irishman President.’ 
„% Porter and Norman did not like my ideas 


on the subject under discussion and left me 
rather hurriedly. Now the point upon which 
stress is to be laid is the fact that Henry 
Norman is an educated and cultured man 
and was the guest of the President’s private 
secretary. 
Think Norman Spoke Advisedly. 

“Had not President McKinley been in 
favor of the alliance Mr. Porter would not 
have favored it, and because Porter fa- 
vored it Norman was urging his views upon 


me, 
“He is too well bred to have been advo- 


cating an international policy on such deli- 


cate lines had he not known how his host 


stood. 
J repeat, that I feel convinced that our 


government and that of Great Britain are 
already allied so far as those in authority 
can make such ties. But they are afraid 
of the American people, and well they 
may be.“ 


Is Laughed At in Washington. 


Washington, D. C., July 28.—[{Special.J—. 


Officials here are laughing at the utterances 
of Representative Bailey of Texas to the 
effect that President McKinley had made 
an offensive and defensive alliance, with 
Great Britain, but for political reasons 10 
keeping it a secret. 

This statement is considered one of ss 
Texan’s characteristic breaks, of which he 
has made many, and which have cost him 
what little prestige and influence he may 
have had in Congress. President McKinley 
has not made an offensive, defensive, or 
other kind of an alliance with Great Britain, 
as he has no authority whatever to do so. 

It is beyond the power of the President to 
make agreements or treaties with foreign 
nations on his own responsibility and keep 
them secret. Whatever alliances or treaties 
are made between this government and any 
other would have to be ratified by the Sen- 
ate, and would not be binding unless they 
were ratified by that body. As Representa- 


tive Bailey is not on intimate terms with 


the President, he is the last person with 
whom President McKinley would confide 
such an awful secret. 

Those who have discussed the utterances 
of the Texas oracle say he is pursuing tactics 


usually fesorted to by small bore politicians, 


and the Texan is perhaps using this means 
to break into the United States Senate.

FORBES WINS ON A FOUL. 
“BILLY” ROTCHFORD MEETS 
Ar STAR ‘THEATER. 

Fight Lasts Lees than One Round— 
While in a Clinch Hotchford Acci- 
dentally Uppercuts His Opponent, 
Disabling Him, and Referee Hogan 
Awards the Match te Forbes—Suaf- 
field and Ryan Have a Hard Battle, 
Which Finally Results ina Draw.

He Ay around his 
corner while waiting for the gong and did 
not start out in the 2 form. The * 
sudden milling startled Rotchford for a 
moment, and he failed to get back at his 
opponent in true fighting style. A little 
later Forbes landed- in the wind and on the 
eye, starting blood. From that point the 
men fought hard,. Forbes playing havoc 
with his opponent. The men rushed from 
the corner to the footlights. In a. sudden 
clinch Rotchford attempted an uppercut, 
Forbes receiving the blow full in the 
groin. Forbes hung on for a moment and 
Hogan rushed in to separate the men, when 
Forbes fell to the floor. Hogan called to 
Forbes’. seconds to carry him out, and at 
once Forbes was examined to ascertain what 
injury had been done. A doctor said no seri- 
ous result need be apprehended. 

The men weighed in at 120 pounds at the 
ringside, and the crowd, which was one of

MASONS AND BUILDERS CALL CON- 
FERENCE FOR TODAY, 


Manufacturers Intimate That They 
Win Not Attend, Saying There Is No 
Occasion for the Meeting—Strikers, 
However, Will Send a Committee 
and Declare They Have a Grievance 
~Take Steps Toward Stopping Work 
on Big Structures. * 


A conference of those involved in the pend- 
ing brickmakers’ strike has been called for 
this morning at 10:30 o' clock at the rooms of 
the Masons and Builders’ association, for 
the purpose of settling the trouble if pos- 
sibie, but it is questionable whether there 
will be any representatives present from 
one of the parties to the. controversy— 
namely: the brick manufacturers. Some of 
the leading manufacturers, at least, declared 
they would not be present, and expressed the 
opinion there would be no committee of their 
organization on hand. 

The conference is to be held as the result 
of the suggestion of the Masons and Build- 
ers’ association. Invitations were sent out 
by F. B. Robinson, the secretary of that or- 
ganization. They were directed to officials 
of the Brickrhakers’ alliance and to the 
Brick Manufacturers’ association, asking 
each body to send a committee of five to rep- 
resent it. 

Charles Hank, business agent of the al- 
Hance, said a committee of that organization. 
would be present as requested. D. V. Pur- 
irigton and others of the manufacturers who 
received invitations said they hardly 
thought they would be present. 


Doubt Value of Conference. 
„ fail to see any reason for our attend- 
the conference,” said Mr. Purington. 
e have not been apprised of any 
3 against us on the part of our 
men; we have violated no agreement with 
them, and why should we appear to settle 
an alleged controversy to which we are not 
parties? The only way to settle it is for 
the men to come back to work. I think it is 
@ little early to talk about a conference 
just now.” 

Secretary Robinson was of the opinion 
the conference would be held, but he was 
anything but sanguine of any results com- 
ing from it. I have little hope of an agree- 
ment being reached,“ he said. ‘“ It looks to 
me like a long., hard fight, but the con- 
. tractors are anxious to bring about an ad- 
, Justment of the trouble if possible, and 
* ‘the conference was called with the hope 
that something might come out of it that 
would pave the way toa settlement. No 
ha y can come from the two 
sides to the controversy getting together 
and talking the situation over. It may 
clear up the atmosphere and correct some 
misunderstandings. We want to see the 
trouble adjusted as soon as possible, for if 
continued it is bound to have a most serious 
effect on building operations in Chicago.” 


Says Strikers Have a Grievance. 

Mr. Hank was asked whether, if the manu- 
facturers at the conference give assurances 
they will not act together with the North 
Side manufacturers, and indicate their 
willingness to deliver bricks to any wlio 
want them, the alliance would order the 
striking South Side brickmakers to resume 
work. This would remove the reason given 
for ordering the strike. 
_. “ Well, that is a matter that will have to 
be considered,” he replied. He declared, 
however, as matters now stand there will 
be no resumption of work in the South Side 
yards until the offending North Side manu- 


3 facturers sign the agreement. 


“The South Side manufacturers have 
brought this trouble on themselves,“ he con- 
tinued, “and the statement that they are 


{ignorant of any grievance our men have 


against them is nonsense. They went out of 
their way to take up the fight of the North 
Side manufacturers. They made an agree- 
ment with them. This I know positively. 
And before the men were ordered out from 
their yards we made several ineffectual at- 
» tempts to adjust this matter with them. 
Talks of Alsip’s Fishing Trip. 
I see that Mr. Alsip went 2 this 


morning. Well, that was what he said he 
Was about to do last week when-we indicated 


our desire to talk this matter over with him. 


If the South Side manufacturers had acted 
squarely with us there would have been 
no strike in their yards. Now that we are 


at the job, however, we propose to do it 


thoroughly. We will attend the conference, 
and stand ready at any time to meet the 
manufacturers in an effort to bring about 


_ & Settlement of this trouble, but we want it 
settied right.” 


Mr. Hank said the report of discontent 
among the men formerly working in some of 
the Blue Island yards was entirely false, 
and that they all stood together, and would 
do so until the trouble was settled. 


May Stop Building Operations. 

Little was done by the allMance during the 
day in the way of attempting to stop work 
on any buildings. A committee of the or- 
ganization started out in the morning to look 
the field over with reference to future ac- 
tion, but Mr. Hank said there would be little

The assertion te made by the strikers and 
others of the trades affiliated with the coun- 
cil that outside union made bricks soon will 
be coming into Chicago to take the place of 
the tabooed home-made article, but both 
manufacturers and contractors assert with 
much positivenees it will be absolutely im- 
Possible to secure enough to meet the de- 
mand here It is said that nearly one-third 
of the bricks made here have been sent to 
outside points, and that for a distance of at 
least 100 miles from Chicago not enough 
bricks are made to supply the local demands.

WILL BUILD FASTEST STEAMER. 


Captain Stewart Outlines Plans for a 
35-Knot Boat to Run to Grand 
Kere and Mackinac. | 


A steamer to make railroad train does 
between Chicago and Grand Mere, Mich., 
is promised by Captain John Stewart of the 
steamer City of Milwaukee. The speed of 
thirty-five knots an hour is to be attained, 
according to Captain Stewart, by the tur- 
bine system, the ship being fitted with three 
shafts and nine wheels. 

The run to Grand Mere, which is eleven 
miles south of St. Joseph, is to be made 
three times a day, and once a week the 
steamer will go to Mackinac, covering the 
distance to the foot of the lake in nine hours. 

Captain Stewart says the project is sup- 
ported by the following named persons to 
the extent of $800,000: Louis Stellar of San 
Francisco, Andrew Crawford and Rich- 
ard Crawford, both of Chicago, the Graham 
& Morton Transportation company, Mrs. 
Stewart, and an official of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship company, who wants his name 


left secret. | 

The boat is to be bunt by Parsons of New- 
castle, England. representative, F. 
Denny, Captain Stewart says, has guaran- 
teed a ship with a speed of thirty-five knots 
an hour or no pay. The frame of the wend 
will be exceptionally strong forward, 
account of the water resistance. Water 
tanks will occupy most of the overhang on 
both sides. The ship will be trimmed with 
water, in fact. The water will be used to 
prevent careening. There will be three 
decks—main, promenade, and hurricane 
with skylight roof. The main deck win 
be devoted exclusively to round tables, with 
fixed seats. On the promenade deck will be 
a row of staterooms, extending all around 
the ship. The middle of the deck will be 
used as a parlor. On the hurricane deck 
will be another row 
side rooms. 

The plan involves the making of improve- 
ments at Grand Mere on a large scale, in- 
cluding an elaborate system of piers for a 
safe harbor and a hotel near the lake.

FIVTY TO BE ADDED TO NORTH AND. 
| WEST SIDE LINES, 


paring to Accommodate 3,000 Addi- 
tional Passengers During. the Rush | 
Hours of Each Day—Milwaukee,Ay- 


Clark Streets to Recetve the In- 
creased Service—New Schedule. . 


The Chicago Unior Traction company is 
making preparations to accommodate 3,000 
additional passengers each morning and 
evening on its North and West Side cable

It will be remembered that Mr. William 
Waldorf Astor recently took the pains 
to set up a family tree, It was a large 
and apparently flourishing one. The Astor 
branches were numerous and they sprang 
from. the D’Astorga trunk, but the care- 
ful observer could not fail to note a pain- 


ful lack of symmetry, So long as Mr. 


Astor confined himeelf to the Astors it was 
a goodly though not remarkable tree, but 
the connection between Astors and D’As- 
torgas was not clear. There was a gap 
which William Waldorf seemed to have 
cleared with a flying leap under the im- 
pression that no one would notice the 
chasm. 
Perhaps no one will blame William Wal- 
dort for. his little artifice. A man of his 
ons does not like to acknowledge 


be had his origin among the obscure of 


this earth, for the first of the Astors were 
only peasants, whereas the last of the 
D’Astorgas were seigneurs, knights, 
barons, marquises, and magnificos. An 
Astor tree would be no more impressive 
than a Brown-Smith or Jones tree, but 
a D’Astorga-Astor tree would be a gene- 
alogical. sequoia. In building this wonder- 
ful tree William Waldorf: made the con- 
nection by grafting the Astors upon the 
D’Astorgas in the seventeenth century, 
selecting his great-grandfather, “born in 
a peasant’s cottage in the Village of Wald- 
dorf, near Heidelberg, on July 17, 1763.” 
on the one hand, and.a certain Jean 


Jacques D'Astorga, born in France, 1664, 
Now comes a real D'Astorga, Comte 
R. D’Astorga, of Pau, France, and after 
noting several “astounding table names 
and titles transmuted from one century 
to another without any reference to inter- 
rupted succession,” says: 
When we reach the year 1064, under your Mr.

The Comte D’Astorga happens to have 


the authentic genealogical tables, officially 
drawn by the court. of beraldry, and all 
the family papers.

From the new | 
brought,forward it may be that the original 
surmise of Tun Trisunse is correct—name- 
ly: That the original Astor was a peasant- 
or a serf of the D'Astorgas, and that a 
he belonged to the D’Astorgas, he took the 
family name, as was the custom in those 
days in France and other countries, 80 
William Waldorf is not a D’Astorga at 
all, nor is he descended from the magnifi- 
cos. He is simply the great-grandson of a 
hired man and the grandson of an Ameri-

man of vulgar pretensions, since he holds 
himself superior to his hardworking for- 
bears, who were ‘simple, honest people, 
not ashamed to sit on the front steps even- 
ings, and never thought themselves bet- 
ter than their neighbors. Comte D’Astorga 
has done good service in pricking this empty 
bubble.

& Museum has become the 
fortunate possessor of the finest of the gems 
of the famous Marlborough collection. 
Among the most valuable of the gems thus 
obtained at a recent art sale are the third 
in size of existing cameos representing a 
Roman Emperor and Empress in the char- 
acter of Isis and Jupiter Ammon. The per- 
sonages thus idealized hy the engraver’s 
art are supposed to be the Empress Helena 
and Julian the Apostate. Another, and per- 
haps finer work of art, is a chalcedony, 
Juno being carried on the back of swans to 
the dwelling of the gods. There are also a 
beautiful sardonyx of the Cinque-cento 
period and several cameos of the post-clas- 
sical period of art. One of these, said to be 
a gift of the Emperor Charles V. to Pope 
Clement VII., is studded with diamonds and 
rubies, forming a remarkably brilliant and 
beautiful setting to a rare work of art. 
These and other gems of a once famous 
cabinet are now to be seen in the gold orna- 
ment room of the museum, and will be pre- 
served as a national collection. The mant- 
fest advantage in a historical and artistic 
way of thus having a museum in which, in 
the course of the years since its foundation 
some of the rarest and most beautiful gems 
and works of ancient art have found a 
permanent home, is every year more and 
more appreciated by the English nation.

Impressive in its stately simplicity is the 
last resting place of the reigning house of 
Russia, in the cathedral of St. Peter and 
St. Paul within the prebincts of the gloomy 
‘fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul, which 


commands the entrance to the Neva River 


as well as the City of St. Petersburg. In- 
deed, those tourists who are accustomed 


to the magnificent monuments that adorn. 


the tombs of Western rulers, of ancient and 
modern times,.will be amazed to find that 
‘nothing but blocks of plain white marble 
mark the spot beneath which lies an Em- 
peror or an Empress, a Grand Duke or a 
Grand Duchess of Russia. The remains of 


people suppose, contained in the blocks of 
marble in question and the latter are there- 
‘fore faleely described as sarcophagi, since 
they are not hollow but a solid mass of 
‘stone. The imperial tomb Is in each case 
‘In the floor beneath the marble block, and 
away down below the floor and below the 
tombs that are beneath it, are those damp 
and terrible dungeons, ‘against the outer 
walls of which beat the waters of the Neva, 
while against the inner walls many a pris- 
oner has, during the last 200 years and 
even within the last decade, beaten out * 
brains in the madness of his despair. 
It has always seemed strange to me, 

it must have done to others who have visited 
this burtal place, that the imperial mourn- 
ers in the body of the church bewalling 
their dead who lie beneath the marble 
blocks should not at such moments have 
their heart touched with pity at the thought 
of those miserable creatures guilty of no 
crime agaipst common law but merely of 
political offenses who are entombed alive 
in dungeons beneath the tombs of the f- 
lustrious dead. It is difficult, for instance, 
to conceive the idea of the widowed Czarina 
weeping at the entombment of her son, 
the Grand Duke George, on Tuesday last, 
without her having given a single thought 
to the fact that down deep below the place 
where she stood there were young men, 
likewise the sons of widowed mothers, whose 
fate was infinitely worse than that of her 
own boy, since he at least was oblivious 
‘to his surroundings whereas they were aliye 
to all the horrors of their hopeless and 
in most cases a en ent.
